Washington, August 15.—(Special.)—

The speaker then appointed as the 
conference committee of the house, Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd; Mr. Ennis, of Bald- 
win, and Mr. Swint, of Washington. 
Objection was raised by Mr. Johnson, 
of Bartow, that some of these mem- 
bers had not originally voted for the 
points at issue between the house and 
the senate. 

The speaker explained that there 
were several points at issue and he 
had particularly appointed Mr. Ennis, 
because the Baldwin representative 
represented the issue in regard to the 
Milledgeville school. 

The gentleman from Floyd, Mr. 
Wright, admitted on questioning that 
he had not voted originally for the 
four million dollar increase in the 
school fund. Since that time, however, 
he had become the generally recog- 
nized leader of those members of the 
house who supported the increase. 

The speaker recognized the force of 
the objections, however, and appointed 
a new conference committee, exclud- 
ing both Mr. Wright and Mr. Ennis. The 
second conference committee consisted 
of ‘Mr. Burkhalter, of Tattnall: . Mr. 
Swint, of Washington, and Mr. McCall, 
of Brooks. 

When the house at 5:35 o’clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon voted to adjourn un- 
til 7:50 o’clock before going into con- 
sideration of the senate amendments 
to the general appropriations bill, 
Representative Culpepper, of Meri- 
wether, warned members that their ac- 
tion in doing so, in all probability, in- 
volved an extra session of the general 
assembly. 

The motion to adjourn, which was 
made by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, was car- 
ried by a vote of 91: to 44. While the 
line-up. on the vote did not represent 
the respective strength of those who 
favored and those who opposed con- 
currence in the senate amendments, it 
was generally regarded as a move on 
the part of the latter to gain time,to 
eonsolidate their . strength and hold 
their forces together. 

Mr. Wright said that no delay was 
involved in adjourning at that time and 
meeting at night a half hour earlier, 
but Mr. Culpepper urged that much 
time would be saved by action on the 
senate amendments before adjourn- 
ment. A conference committee could 
then be appointed, if the senate amend- 
ments were not concurred in, and this 
committee could get busy with a simi- 
lar committee of the senate immediate- 
ly after the night session started, 
thereby gaining considerable time. 

Motion Made by Wright. 

The motion to adjourn of Mr. Wright 
immediately followed the request of 
Chairman Hall, of the appropriations 
committee, that the bill in question be 
taken from the table and the senate 
amendments considered. 

The senate amendments were about 
a dozen in number, striking $1,000,000 
trom the appropriation tor common 
schools, making it $3,000,000, and mak- 
ing a number of changes in the house's 
maintenance items for various state in- 
stitutions. : 

While the governor had _ not inti- 
mated to anyone, so far as was Known, 
further than the plain intimation con- 
tained in his message that appropria- 
tions must conform to income, it seem- 
ed to be the general opinion that, 
should the two houses not beableto get 
together Wednesday night, he would 
call them immediately into  extraor- 
dinary session, beginning Thursday 
morning. 

At last, after a fight extending over 
a period of ten years, the general as- 
sembly has consented to submit to the 
people a constitutional amendment in- 
creasing the salaries of judges of the 
supreme court and court of appeals to 
$5,000 per year and of superior court 
judges to $4,000. 

The question came up In the house 
Wednesday afternoon on consideration 
of the bill which fixed the salaries for 
the courts of review at $6,000. Mr. 
Pickett, of Terrell, offered an amend- 
ment making the salaries $0,000, which 
was adopted after considerable debate 
by a vote of 60 to 40. 

Fight Increase in Pay. 

The advocates of a poorly paid judi-

Amendments Is Adopted. 

The report of the conference commit- 
tee on senate bill No. 1, amending the 
act creating the office of commissioner 
of commerce and labor so as to give 
him the right to offer mediation in 
strikes was adopted. This included a 
house amendment which deprived the 
commissioner of any power to enforce 
adjustment of strikes which he does 
not now have. 

The most important action of the 
house at the morning session was the 
passage of senate bills, creating two 
new counties in south Georgia, Treutlen 
and Atkinson. The Treutlen county 
proposition, which again cuts Mont- 
gomery in two and takes a slice off of 
ISmanuel won by a vote of 146 to 32. 
Atkinson won with 138 votes to 40. Both

Age of Consent Bill.

When the 
bill was: passed it was incorrectly 
drawn, and no provision was made for 
changing the constitution fixing the 
number of members of the house. Sub- 
sequently an effort was made to cor- 
rect that defect, but a member from 
Chatham killed the bill, and in the 
last session the effort was tot revived. 
Meanwhile, the interests of Evans have 
been taken care of by the members 
from adjoining counties. Wednesday 
the bill proposed by those gentlemen, 
to correct the constitutional defect in 
the bill creating Evans was. passed 
by an overwhelming vote, and when‘a 
new legislature is elected that county 
will send its member. 

Swift and Neill Got Mixed. 

Representative Herman Swift, of 
Muscogee, today called attention to the 
fact that it was his colleague, Cecil 
Neill, who led the fight Tuesday 
against the bill to permit the operation 
of freight trains on Sunday, and not 
Mr. Swift. The newspapers in print- 
ing the story of that incident in the 
house, and the speaker in stating the 
motion to table the bill, both got the 
names of the Muscogee gentlemen con- 
fused, and Mr. Swift, who had fought 
for the passage of the bill, was put in 
the position of fighting against it, 
while Mr. Neill, who had fought against 
the bill, was lost in the mix-up.

GOVERNMENT GOES 
INTO WHEAT TRADE 


Entire 1917 Crop to Be 
Taken Over if Necessary. 
‘Barrett Is Named for the 
Board to Fix Price. 


Washington, August 15.—The food 
administration prepared today to take 
over the entire 1917 wheat crop if nec- 
essary, to stabilize prices throughout 
the year. It formed a $50,000,000 cor- 
poration, with all of the stock held by 
the federal government, to buy and sell 
wheat at the principal terminals. 

The move was the first of a series 
to be taken to reduce the price of bread. 
Millers already have agreed to ‘put 
themselves under voluntary regulations 
and are working out with the food ad- 
ministration a differential of profits. 
Distribution of flour by the wholesalers 
and the baking of bread will be taken 
up next. 

The hope of the food administration 
is to establish a scale of prices from 
the farm to the grocery store, eliminat- 
ing undue profits and ending specula- 
tion. The maintenance of a standard 
price for wheat, its officials believe, is 
the first most necessary step. 

In announcing formation of the wheat 
corporation, the food administration 
also has made known the personnel of 
the committee which will fix a price to 
be paid for this year’s wheat yield, and 
the names of thirteen men who will act 
as purchasing agents for the corpora- 
tion at terminals, 

The wheat corporation will be put 
under the administration’s grain divi- 
sion. Its chairman will be Herbert 
Hoover and its president Julian Barnes, 
a Duluth exporter, now serving as a 
voluntary aide in the food administra- 
tion. 

Barrett on Price-Fixing Board. 

The price-fixing committee will be 
headed by President Garfield, of Wil- 
liams college, and will comprise twelve 
members, representing producers and 
consumers. Charles J. Barrett, of Un- 
ion City, Ga., president of the Farmers’ 
/-union, is a member of the price-fixing 


committee. 

The wheat corporation will handle al] 
pares grain purchases and will do the 
buying for the American government. 
If found advisable it also will serve as 
broker for the milling interests, pur- 
chasing wheat for the fleur mills to 
| keep the market steady. The allies will] 
be required to purchase flour instead 
of wKReat on the theory that manufac- 
turing costs will be reduced and Ameri- 
can industry encouraged.

Grain Men Approve. 

More than one hundred representa- 
tives of boards of exchanges and ele- 
Vator systems came to Washington to- 
day for a conference with officials on 
the government plans. At the end of 
an all-day meeting they issued a state- 
ment approving the food administra- 
tion’s proposals. <A resolution adopted 
by the conference reads: 

“Realizing that operation of the gov- 
ernment control in wheat and rye is es- 
Sential under present war influences in 
order to adequately protect our home 
supply and furnish our allies with the 
aid we owe, and realizing that the 
establishment. of an efficient govern- 
ment plan of operation means to all of 
us curtailment of our business and to 
Some of us actual retirement from ac- 
tive business during such periods, we 
do express our pride in the character 
of service tendered by the grain trade 
In the sacrifice by these men of abil- 
ity who are placing their experience 
and energy at the service of the gov- 
ernment, and we approve the general 
Plan of operation as explained to as as 
sound, workable and necessary, and in 
its general lines it appears to us as 
being the most efficient and just plan 
of operation which we can conceive.” 

Representatives of the millers also 
met here today and named a commit- 
tee to serve with the food administra- 
tion in drawing up and enforcing the 
regulations governing flour manufac- 
ture. It is headed by James P. Bell, of 
Minneapolis, and has as its members 
eight other leading millers represent- 
Ing various sections. 

No plans have been made for grain 
purchases by neutral countries, al- 
though it is likely all will be required 
to buy through the food administra- 
tion. This will give the government a 
close check on purchases and will aid 
the exports council, to which applica- 
tions for grain exports must be submit- 
ted. Just now no food of any charac- 
ter is leaving the United States for the 
European neutral countries, but some 
will be permitted to go as soon as the 
countries concerned have supplied full 
data as to-their needs.

Reports that the senate would de-

ate appropriations committee. As 
amended the bill provides for a flat 
$3,000,000 for common schools, which 
was a $300,000 increase over the last 
appropriation, the vote on the passage 
of the bill being 31 to 7. 

As for the higher institutions of 
learning, not a single cut was made in 
the figures as agreed upon by the house, 
and increases were made in some in- 
stances, as follows: 

To the colored school

POPE'S PEACE MOVE! 


WILL NOT HALT WAR 
TODEFEAT GERMANY 


There Will Be No Substan- 
tial Change in Attitude 
Either of Allies or Ameri- 
can Government. 


Washington, August 15.—Conferences 
diplomats today 
crystallized into conviction the opinion 
here that Pope Benedict’s peace move 
is not likely to change in any substan- 
tial degree the attitude either of the 
allies or the American government. 

It is agreed, however, that there must 
be made a response to the pope’s pro- 
posal far more comprehensive than a 
mere acknowledgment of receipt. 
do this without opening the field of 
argument which might result in devel- 
oping differences between the allies 
to be seized upon by the Germans, is 
realized to be a difficult and delicate 
undertaking. 

On the other hand, some consideration 
is being given to the suggestion that 
the pontiff has given President Wilson 
a golden opportunity to again impress 
upon the American people and the 
world in the most convincing fashion 
the rectitude of his position in recom- 
mending to congress the-declaration of 
a state of war with Germany. 

Pope May Have Been Imposed Upon. 

Secretary Lansing is reserving any 
expression of opinion until he has the 
official text of the pope’s message. Ex- 
perience has taught him that often 
traps are concealed in diplomatic com- 
munications that are not visible in any 
abstract. While there is no disposition 
to question the good faith of the pope, 
it is conceivable that he might have 
been imposed upon by German cunning,

BANNERS ARE WRESTED 
RUM SUFFRAGE WOMEN 


Crowds Riotous at the White 
House— William Bayard 
Hale Pelted. 


Washington, 
banners from 


August 15.—Tearing of 
the suffrage pickets of 
the woman’s party at the white house 
gates and attacks on the party head- 
quarters at Lafayette park, across the 
way, continued today. wood-natured 
but determined crowds tore down the 
banners as fast as they appeared. 

William Bayard Hale, one time spe- 
cial representative of President Wilson 
in Mexico, who ventured to address the 
crowd in behalf of the women, was pelt- 
ed with rolled-up newspapers and other 
missiles until he moved on. 


Somiebody in the crowd shouted “Hang 
him up.” 

After tearing down three banners at 
the white house gates, the women 
moved back to the headquarters where 
the crowd followed and tore down more 
banners as fast as they appeared. Po- 
lice stationed nearby, ostensibly to pro- 
tect the women, had no effect on the 
crowd. No attempt was made to attack 
the banner bearers. 

Violence to Miss Paul. 


The only violence to the women was 
reported by Alice Paul. chairman of 
the woman's party. Miss Paul declared 
that a man in a sailor’s uniform had 
snatched at the regalia she wore across 
her shoulders, and that as her feet 
slipped on the wet pavement, the man 
dragged her some distance. Miss Paul 
exhibited a mud-smeared costume in 
support of her charge. 

All afternoon the activities continued, 
women losing their banners either as 
they emerged from their headquarters 
or aS soon as they appeared before the 
white house. The police paid little at- 
tention to the crowd or to the suffra- 
gists until near dusk when 
cleared the street in front of the he@d- 
quarters and formed a cordon about the 
“nickets” at the east white house gate. 

There was one fight among several 
men which promised for a few minutes 
to become serious, but when the ban- 
ner that caused it all had been torn 
into fragments the participants seemed 
satisfied. . 

One- woman who carried a banner 
lost most.of her clothes and she had to 
wrap herself in the banner itself be- 
fore she started through the crowd for 
suffragist headquarters. Another de- 
lighted the spectators by calmly reach- 
ing into a white stocking, pulling out 
a banner and unfurling it. Officers of 
the woman's party said tonight one 
banner addressed to ‘‘Kaiser Wilson” 
and forty-nine others had been destroy- 
ed during the day. 

Daniels Warns Navy Employees, 

Secretary Daniels issued a statement 
today warning persons connected with 
the navy not to take part in the dem- 
onstrations against the women. 

‘Tt has been stated in the papers,” 
he said in a notice to bureau chiefs, 
“that men in the naval service have 
taken part in tearing down banners

British Front in France and Bel- 
gium, August 15.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—-After the brilliant advance 
morning in which the Canadians 
captured Hill 70 and then swept on 
northwest of Lens, the attackers were 
in close grips with the Germans in the 
western part of Lens late today. 

The attack began at 4:25 o’clock, just 


| as the first gray streaks of dawn were 


appearing. All night the British big 
guns had been pouring a Steady stream 
of high-explosive shells into the Ger- 
man positions, great detonations over- 
lapping one another like the rapid- 
crack tone of machine gun fire and 
swelling into a mighty volume of 
thunder that shook. the earth and 
Then, a short time 
before the offensive had ar- 
rived, abruptly ceased 
and a strange, almost oppressive still- 
ness, fraught with the portending cata- 
clysm which must follow, crept over 
the country which until then had been 
an inferno of death. It had been rain- 
ing and gray clouds still hung low 
over the trenches where crouched the 
Canadian infantrymen waiting eagerly 
for the arrival of the moment which 
would summon them to attack. 
Every British Gun Roared. 

Suddenly, ten minutes before the 
time set for tne attack; every British 
gun within range broke out with a 
hurricane of shelling, and solid lines 
of crimson lightning belched from the 
German trenches as the explosives 
broke above them. To this lurid pic- 
ture was added the unforgetable spec- 
tacle of the burning oil which the Brit- 
ish threw on the enemy lines. Great 
clouds of pinkish colored smoke rolled 
across country from the flaming liquid 
and the murky sky threw back myriad 
colors from the conflagration below. 

The moment of attack arrived and, 
as the British guns dropped their pro- 
tecting barrage in front of the Cana- 
dian trenches, the clouds parted and 
the yellow crescent moon appeared. Un- 
der the light of this beacon the Cana- 
dians leaped over the parapets and 
be gan their methodical advance behind 
their barrage fire. 

The British barrage was without a 
flaw. _ Behind it the Canadians mounted 
Hill 70 and swept along the rest of 
the line. On the crest of the hill, where 
So much blood had been spilled before, 
heavy fighting might have been ex- 
pected, for the position was well 
manned with machine guns. The re- 
sistance here, however, was not strong 
and it was not until the dwellings in 
the outskirts of the suburbs were 
reached that vigorous fighting orcurred. 
The ground over which the infantry 
advanced was honeyed-combed with 
shell holes and the barbed wire de- 
fenses had been leveled so that they 
Zave little trouble. 

: The first serious resistance from the 
Germans was met at a point where the 
enemy Was entrenched strongly in con- 
nected cellars and here sanguinary 
fighting occurred. The place is a sam- 
ple off other suburbs about Lens. The 
city is surrounded with colliery com- 
munities which are so close together 
and $0 near the city proper that they 
really form one large metropolis. Lens 
before the war had a population of 
30,000, but it is now a mass of ruins. 

Underground Defenses. 

Following their usual tactics the 
Germans had carried out systematic 
destructions of the houses and had con-

Structed strong underground defenses. 
The whole city is undermined with 
tunnels and dugouts which have been 
reinforced with concrete and most of 
the ruined buildings have been turned 
into machine gun emplacements. 

It was in such difficult surroundings 
as this that the Canadians were bat- 
tiling today. 

The effect of the British preliminary 
bombardment was moet demoralizing 
to the enemy. Prisoners already taken 
were in a dazed state as the result 
of the terrific bombardment they had 
undergone, and it is not strange, per- 
haps, that when the British began their 
barrage fire this morning many Ger- 
mans were seen to desert their posts 
and flee to the rear. 


The capture of Hill 70 is another 
triumph for the British fighting or- 
ganization. Wounded Canadians re- 
turning from the heart of the battle 
today were loud in their praise of the 
perfection achieved in preparation and 
the efficient protection afforded by the 
artillery. 


The extreme depth reached in the 
first stage was 1,500 yards and this was 
achieved in 93 minutes. This new front 
taken into conjunction with positions 
secured in the last few days in the 
southwestern outskirts of Lens estab- 
lished an angular line like a pair of 
Shears whose points reached out to 
the north and south of the city. 


As the Canadians pushed in on the 
northwest this morning a simultaneous 
advance was started by the troops on 
the lower blade of the shears and close 
fighting began with the Germans 
trenched in their concreted callars 
which are linked up with barbed wire 
and filled with hundreds of machine 
guns. 

A considerable number of German 
prisoners are beginning to arrive at the 
British camp and it is remarked that 
many are mere lads. Some of them ap- 
parently are not more than 17 years 
old.

Canadian Casualties Slight. 
London, August 15.—With only 
casualties, Canadian troops fighting 
south and east of Loos have captured 
German positions on a front of two 
miles, including Hill 70, a formidable 
defense work, according to the British 
official communication issued tonight.

“This morning Canadian

Turner, Who Was in Turn 
Killed by Sheriff Terry, Is 
Charged With Murder. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Joe Simms, the country mer- 
chant who was shot Sunday night, died 
this morning. The coroner’s jury 
found this verdict: That Simms came to 
his death from a wound from gun in 
the hands of Alva Turner. 

On Monday afternoon Alva Turner 
was killed at his father's home in 
Washington county near Deepstep, by 
Sheriff of Baldwin County S. L. Terry. 

Terry had gained positive knowledge 
that Turner. was the man who shot 
sSimms-and that Turner’s purpose was 
to rob the merchant. Sheriff Terry and 
deputies went down into Washington 
to capture Turner and Turner’s house 
was surrounded. The murderer at- 
tempted to escape from the back door 
and there stood the sheriff. Turner 
drew his pistol, but the sheriff shot 
first. 

It is currently reported in Milledge- 
ville tonight that a coroner’s jury in 
Washington county today, sitting over 
the body of Turner, returned a verdict 
charging the Baldwin county _ sheriff 
with murder. No one from Milledge- 
viile, the sheriff nor neither of his dep- 
uties, were present at this inquest. No 
steps have been taken to arrest Terry. 
The reported verdict from Washington 
county has caused profound’ excite- 
ment. Sheriff Terry is very popular and 
is known to be a careful, cool official 
and no one believes that he killed Tur- 
ner except in actual self-defense.

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FOR GEORGIA URGED 


Farmers Are Called Upon 
hy State Food Council at 
Meeting Wednesday to 
Plant One Million Acres. 


Farmers of Georgia are urged upon 
by the state food council, which held 
a conference yesterday with Governor 
Dorsey, to plant 1,000,000 acres of 
wheat, from which a yield of ten bush- 
els to the acre 
the home supply for Georgia to 10,000,- 
000 bushels. This will meet the de- 
mands of the state without importation 
from another state in the union of a 
bushel of that grain. 

The state food council met in the 
office of the commissioner of agricul- 
ture, to discuss communications from 
the federal department bearing on the 
necessity for an increased grain crop, 
to canvass the result of the work al- 
ready done by the council, and to make 
plans for the further conduct of that 
work. 

In the conference subsequently held 
with Governor Dorsey, the governor 
thanked the council for the work al- 
ready accomplished, and asked that it 
continue in office and go forward with 


the work. 

The attendance was a very full one, 
and reports made from. practically 
every section inthe state show that the 
effect of the state meeting some months 
ago and the propaganda continued 
since that time is still alive. The food 
and feed production in the state, these 
reports showed, have increased between 


,30 and 33 per cent over previous years. 


Plans were made for drying sweet 
potatoes and for further co-operation 
with the local communities where or- 
ganizations have been perfected for 
self-help in the preparation of crops 
for marketing. Quite a number of those 
community organizations, through the 
meeting, pledged their co-operation 
with ’the market bureau. 

The council adopted strong 
tions thanking the farmers of 
state for 
call of the country for a liberal in- 
crease in the acreage of food crops and 
asking in these resolutions that the 
plans gone into with Governor Dorsey 
for increasing the yield in.Georgia of 
wheat, rye, oats and cover crops be 
carried out. 

The division of wheat acreage was 
figured out on an average of two acres 
to the plow. In some counties in the 
State the land is not adapted to the 
cultivation of wheat, but in others 
more than two acres will be planted, 
which will bring the state as a whole 
approximately two acres to every 
plow operated, giving the state as a 
Whole the desired 10,000,000 bushels 
yield from the next crop. That yield, 
the council holds, will amply meet the 
demands of the state and make Georgia 
independent of the wheat crop of any 
other part of the country.

SOMEBOBY IS ASLEEP! 


It will not be long now—about three 


weeks—before Camp Gordon, out near Silver 


Lake, will be a city of approximately 50,000 
inhabitants, inclusive of the army canton- 
ment and those having business connections 
therewith and who must depend upon the 
cantonment-serving facilities for transporta- 
tion incidental to their business between the 
city and the camp.

Something in the nature of an “American 


Marseiliaise’—a wide, worid-awakening na- 
‘is still the unfulfilled promise 
of the composers, and the popular demand.

other leading newspapers, 
a keen lookout for a new, “inspired” war- 
song—a song with the soul of the people in it, 
but—‘‘only the uninspired song; writers have 
been busy’ ——-ana to such an extent that “if 
mere prodigious effort alone would do the 
trick, we would have had our new national 
anthem long ago.” 

Though the song writer who produces the 
words and music of a song with national 
appeal will need no guide—no light save 


that which burns within the patriotic breast 


—he knows, as our Seattle contemporary 
points out, that— 


The song that captures the fancy will 
have a good deal to do. It will need to 
win approval of the folks at home, and 
then that of the boys in camp and trench. 
If the kind of music that sets the flag 
waving and verses that use “America” 
and “U’. S. A.” for their refrain were all 
that is wanted, the prize would have been 
won long ago. Defiance to the pacifists, 
defiance to the kaiser and all the Prus- 
sian hosts, appeals to ‘‘Let Us All Be 
Americans Now,” and every conceivable 
literary and musical device to cement 
us and our allies in a glorious melange 
have produced impressions that are only 
drab. People buy the new music—the 
publishers are doing fairly well—and 
try it on the piano, and presently forget 
about it. It is plain that the song of 
songs that we have been looking for has 
not arrived. 


It must win the approval of “the folks at 
home”’—the people of a million homes, 
whose hearts and hopes are in the fight for 
world-freedom. 

The song will come out of the fikht, and 
some patriot, undreamed of and unknown—~ 
some soldier of the trenches—may give ut- 
terance to the Marseillaise of America. 


THE VOLUNTEERS’ ANSWER. 


Georgia volunteers in Macon have sup- 
plied the answer to the few who are wasting 
their own and the nation’s time in railing 
because American volunteers are being sent 


abroad to fight their country’s battles—and 
they supplied it in decidedly unmistakable 
fashion. 

When word was received at the mobili- 
zation camp of the Georgia national guard 
that three companies of the Second regi- 
ment have been assigned to the 15lst Ma- 
chine Gun battalion for immediate departure 
for France, there was no cringing, no lamen- 
tation, no wailing about not wanting to be 
sent abroad to fight. 

On the other hand, “enthusiasm ran high 
among the men,” to quote from the news 
report describing the feeling in the camp! 

Those ordered to France felt themselves 
highly honored; and those who must tarry 
longer at home were deeply disappointed! 

Every man of them is a volunteer; and 
every one is anxious to go and anxious to 
get into the fighting! 

It is a safe guess that if all of the volun- 
teers between the two oceans were lined up 
for transportation to France, and the gov- 
ernment were to say to them: “All who 
don’t want to go, but rather stay at home, 
step out,” not a man would leave the line! 

That is the way the volunteers feel about 
it. How the conscripted recruits feel was 
fittingly manifested the other day, in Chi- 
cago, when 8,000 of them paraded the streets 
in celebration of the fact that they have 
been selected from among their fellows to 
serve their country under arms! 

They do not want the mock sympathy of 
those who say it’s all right to send the reg- 
ulars abroad, but all wrong and unjust to 
send the volunteers or the national army. 

Why? 

. Simply because they are red-blooded, 
valorous Americans—every man af them! 
And they represent the virile young man- 
hood of America. They (typify the true 
spirit of American patriotism, that’s why— 
the spirit that actuates the sentiment of 
most men and women froni one end of this 
country to the other! | 

Suppose for the moment that when the 
troops at Macon received orders to report 
for duty in France some nijollycoddle senti- 
mentalist, or a traitorous anti-draft agitator, 
had suggested a soldiers’ council to deter- 
mine whether or not the order should be 
obeyed, or whether it be protested: The 
hurrahs of joy and approval with which the 
order was received leaves nothing to the 
imagination as to what would have happene 
to him! 

Probably—and very properly so—he 
would have been ridden out of camp ona 
gun barrel or prodded out at the point of 
a bayonet! 

The American soldier—regular, volunteer 
or selected man—is not made of that sort of 
stuff, and the sooner those who profess to 
sympathize with him realizes that their 
sympathy is not wanted, and that their un- 
patriotic interference is obnoxious, the bet- 
ter it will be for all concerned. 


“ONWARD, CHRISTIAN SOL- 
DIERS!” 


Great as may be the purely humanitarian 
and moral work that the Salvation Army is 
doing directly in connection with the war, 
both here and abroad, the activities of the 
organization are by no méans confined to 
such activities.

(ATLANTA HOME GUARD REGIMENT 
WANTS LEGAL RIGHT TO DRILL 


Official recognition and permission from 
the authorities to carry our their program is 
all that is needed to perfect the proposed 
home guard “emergency regiment” planned 
by the United Spanish War Veterans. 

The organization is meeting with the ap- 
proval of prominent Atlanta citizens,, who 
have promised their aid, and many have 
volunteered their services in the guard. The 
only difficulty which the advocates of the 
regiment are facing is the fact that they 
have no official recognition from the civil 
authorities, and that under the state laws 


their drilling cannot be permitted without 


a special provision to meet the situation. 

Among the prominent Atlanta men who 
have indorsed the idea of the regiment Bre 
Robert F. Maddox, Ivan E. Allen, W. M. Mayo, 
W. W. Orr and F. J. Paxon, all of whome have 
written strong letters of approval to Charles 
T. Hart, acting adjutant of the proposed reg- 
iment. 

Mr. Hart, in the following letter to The 
Constitution, explains the purposes and plan 
of the organization of the regiment: 

Editor Constitution: When more than a 
thousand of Atlanta’s best citizens are will- 
ing and anxious to organize, spend their money 
for uniforms, spend their time for drills in 
order to become efficient to serve the local 
peace officers in times of real emergency, 
Should there not be some legal status under 
which they can organize? 

The proposed “‘Emergency Regiment” un- 
der the auspices of the United Spanish War 
Veterans and composed of Atlanta’s very 
best citizens is at a standstill and unable 
to further perfect the organization without 
conflicting with the present state laws. 

This. organization does not ask for any 
authority as a military body, it only asks 
permission to organize twelve companies 
of approximately one hundred men to the 
company, composed of substantial, represe- 
sentative, law-abidin citizens of Atlanta 
and Fulton county.

National Geographic Society issues 
the following war geography bulletin on 
Harwich, the fortified English seaport re- 
cently attacked by a squadron of German 
airplanes: 

‘Tt is less than 100 miles in a 
erly direction across the North from 
Ostend, where the Germans have a strong 
base, to the English seaport of Harwich. 
Harwich is important not on account of its 
size, for it has less than 15,000 -inhabitants, 
but because it has one of the finest harbors 
on the east coast of England and has for 
years been a popular port of embarkation for 
Belgium, Holland. and Denmark. 

“In times of peace there is a thriving 
passenger steamer service between Harwich 
and Copenhagen, Antwerp, Rotterdam, Am- 
sterdam, Hamburg and Hook of §$ Holland. 
Travelers from London, which is 70 miles by 
rail to the southwest, were accustomed to 
boarding their steamers for the continent 
at the Parkestone quay, the terminus of the 
Great 'Eastern railway, two miles west of the 
center of the town. 

‘Harwich is situated on a promontory at 
the confluence of the Orwell and Stour rivers, 
the estuary of the two streams lapping the 
town's quays to the north and the waters 
of the North sea lying a few miles to the 
east. It is protected by Landguard fort, 
situated on a promontory to the east across 
the mouth of the estuary, and by numerous 
batteries. 

“In addition to its passenger traffic, Har- 
wich has considerable peacetime trade with 
Denmark, Germany and tlolland, its exports 
consisting chiefly of cement, ironware, ma- 
chinery, leather and fish, while its imports 
include woolen, cotton and silk goods, tim- 
ber, grain and tobacco. In 1912 the value of 

total water-borne conimerce was in ex- 

5 OF $168,100,000, more than the total! im- 
ports and exports of Philadelphia in 1915. 

“The history of Harwich goes back many 
centuries. It is “probable that the Romans 
established a station here, and in the time 
the Danish invasions, before and during 
days of Alfred the Great, it was a 
military depot for the warriors from 
the North sea. The waters adjacent to 
port have been the scene of several impor- 
tant naval conflicts, especially in the wars 
With the Dutch in the seventeenth century 
Since the time of Jameg I. it has been a point 
of coast defense. 

“Tuesdays and Fridays are still ‘market 
days in Harwich—Tuesdays since 1252, 
Henry LIUI. issued the permit, and 
since the reign of James l. 

“The trade of Harwich has been 
since the fourteenth century, when it en- 
joyed commercial relations with the mer- 
chants of Spain.

'  Uproarious Applause the Answer. 

Smith’s tribute to Congressman 
Adamson was entirely unexpected, and 
when he fervently declared that a man 
like Adamson would never shame the 
people of the state nor falsify her rec- 
ord, the answer was spontaneous and 
the banquet broke into uproarious ap- 
plause which lasted for several min- 
utes, 

‘Governor Dorsey being unable to at- 
tend the banquet on account of the fact 
that this being the last day of the leg- 
islature, had asked Mr. Smith to repre-

In kis remarks Mr. Smith said that

Heflin So Charges in Scor- 

ing Congressmen Who 
Would Repeal Conscrip- 
tion Law—Alleges They 
Are Disloyal.

Washington, August 15. (Special.)— 
Members of congress who introduced 
bills to repeal the army draft law are 
merely playing into the hands of Ger- 
man agents in. this country and give 
them something to work on, said 
tepresentative J. Thomas Heflin, of 
Alabama, today in a formal interview 
excoriating disloyal Americans. 

Following Mr. Heflin’s recent speech 
in the house, Senator Hardwick, of 
Georgia, who was inferentially men- 
tioned, replied with a brief statement 
in the senate. It will be recalled that 
one extract from Mr. Heflin’s address 
was expunged by the house as unpar- 
liamentary. That did not méan that 
the house construed it to he untrue, 
but simply that it was so severe that 
it was considered undecorous. 

Representative Heflin in 
ment today applies as his challenge the 
words of Christ—“He that is not with 
Me is against Me.” 

Strange Conduct of Congressmen. 

“When I referred to the strange con- 
duct of certain members of the house

New Orleans, August 15.—After mod- 
erately wide declines in the early trad- 
ing here today, the cotton market, un- 
der bear pressure, steadied up in the 
afternoon chiefly on peace talk, and 
finally closed at a net loss of 19 to 34 
points. In the early trading prices at 
their lowest were at a net loss of 59 
to 54 points. 

On the opening October advanced 2“ 
points, but other months opened at the 
decline and the market generally was 
weak as the result of the bearish con- 
struction placed on the slight falling 
off in American consumption in July as 
compared to June and the lesser number 
of active spindles in July as reported 
by the census bureau. Following the 
weekly weather and crop reports from 
the government, the market went to its 
lowest, the trade calling the reports, 
outside of those from Texas and Ala- 
bama, extremely favorable for this time 
of the year. Toward noon the peace 
talk commenced to have its effect and 
there were small reactions trom the 
decline. In the afternoon these reac- 
tions carried the strongest months to 
within about 1¢@ points of vesterday’s 
close. Reports from Texas, predicting 
disaster for the droughty sections of 
the state and the steadiness of spot 
markets in the south generally, were 
features which helped to check the de- 
clining tndency.
